TWO DELEGATIONS VISIT WASHINGTON 


“The Mahonites and Anti-Mahonites Both 
Plead Ecfore Three Members of the Com- 
 snittee, But the Mahoniites Triumph. 


WaAsuHINnGTon, July 17.—Senator Quay, First 
* Assistant Postmaster-General Clarkson and 
Colonel W.W. Dudley, members of the repub- 
lican national committee in this city, have 
been listening all day to arguments from the 
warring factions in Virginia. Senator Mahone 
and a namber of his leaders arrived last night 
and early this morning and held a conference 
on the political situation. Among the Ma- 
hovites were George E. Bowden, General 
Stith Bowling, Colonel H. D. F. Clay and 
about twenty other members of the republican 
state committee of Virginia. They met in 
the forenoon and drew upa call for a state 
convention. Thetime and place of holding 
the convention has not beer decided upon as 
yet, but will probably be Roanoke, the latter 
part of August. 

They visited Senator Quay and asked that 
the national committec indorse tieir call. Sena- 
tor Mahone said that they do this to show that 
they were Lere to harmunize party differences, 
and were willing to agree to whatever the 
commiiitee decided was for the best interests 
of the party. 

ANTI-MAHONITES ON HAND. 

General V. D. Groner, General Brady and 
Captain IP’. O. Conner, leaders of the anti- 
Mahoiuec party in Virginia, arrived here early 
in the day and imnieiately laid their views be- 
forethe repulican national trio. They ob- 
jected emphatically to any indorsement 
of the cail of: the Mahoneites. They 
deciarcd their willingness to agree to 
anything which would give a fair election at 
the primaries, and said they wculd abide bye 
the result. The control of the party ma- 
chinery, they said, was in~ the hands of 
Mahene, and it was impossible to securea 
fair representation of the will of the people. 
One object of Mahone asking to have his 
call indorsed, they asserted, was to bave him- 
self and friends recognized, in order that they 
might ccntrol federal patronage. The com- 
mittee heard what they had to say, but one of 
the three anti-Mahonites said afterwards that 
not much encouragement had been given 
them. 

THE MAHONE MEN SMILE. 

At piue o’clock the Malione men were given 
an audience, which lasted up.to a late hour. 
When they came down stairs they were in 
good humor, and while none of them would 
gay so inso many words, they gave out the 
impression that they had ctically secured 
their object.

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SINGULAR DAMAGE CLAIM. 


A Railroad Asked to Stand for Twenty 
* Thousand Dollars, 

BirMIncuamM, Ala., July 17.—[Special.]—A 
remarkable damage suit was filed in the cir- 
cuit court of this county today. Henry Cole- 
man, colored, filed a suit against the Lonis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad company for 
$20,000 damages for the death of his son, 
James Coleman, who was shot and killed by 
Conductor Crenshaw. Last August Crenshaw 
Was running a passenger train on this division 
of the Louisvilie and Nashville road. At 
Blount Springs, on the Sth of August, James 
Coleman, a negro eightecn years old, got on 
the train as it was pulling out of the station 
for the purpose of riding a short distance and 
jumping off. Crenshaw ordered him to get 
off, and, it is alleged, kicked him off. The 
negro then, 50 witnesses of the affair say, 
threw rocks at the conductor, who drewa 
pisto] and fired. Coleman was shot through 
the body, and died a few days later from the 
effects of the wound. The bill filed today 
alleges that it was the duty of the conductor 
to put Coleman off before the train started, 
but that he exceeded his duty in kicking him 
off and shooting him after the train was in 
motion, and on that ground plaintiff claims

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A CHINESE SYNDICATE 
Property in Lower 
fornia. 


City or Mexico, July 17.—Adcvices from 
Lower California state that a Chinese syndicate 
who have bought a haif interest in the Masac 
concession, regard the ore in the real mine as 
looking well, and miners will soon be put to 
work there, receiving wages from $2 to 83 per 
day. The Chinamen are already talking of 
importing Chinese laborers direct from China 
to Ensenada, by the projected oceanic line to 
be put on by the Claus Spreckles sugar re- 
finery. The syndicate have also bargained for 
extensive tracts of Jand to be used for market 
gardéns and for valuable fishing privileges 
along the coast of the peninsula. “All this will 
necessitate an invesiment of no less than $1,- 
000,000 of Chinese capital. This will include 
the amount paid for the real De) Castillo min- 
ing prorerty, garden lands near Ensenada, the 
colony property, sale and shell fisheries, and 
more valuable pear! fisheries at the southern 
end of the peninsula.

Four Men Lose Their Lives by Gas from a 
Cesspool), 


Lincoun, Neb., July 17.— This afternoon | 


four men lost their lives in this city under. je- 
culiar circumstances. A watch was dropped 
in acess pooland the men were endeavoring 
to recover it. They duga hole attheside of 
the pool. This hole was filled with water by 
the rain. One man stood on aladder above 
the water and made an opening into the cess- 
pool, foul air and gas rushed out and over- 
came him and he fellintothe water. Afriend 
went to give aid and was likewise overcome. 
Others came to fhelp aud one by one seven 
men fell into the water, which by this 
time was full of muck and slime from the 
vault. Three were rescued, some by men who 
afterwards perished in attempting to save 
others. The dead are: James Crawford, a 
bricklayer; Albert Kunkter, a laborer; Jonn 
Cleary, a blacksmith, and Frank Maloney, a 
plasterer. 
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SEVERE IZAILSTOR™, 


Lynn, Massachusetts, Visited by Thunder, 
Lightning and Hail. 

Lynn, Mass., July I17.—The severest hail- 
storm that ever visited this city struck here at 
1:15 this afternoon, accompanied by rain, 
thunder and lightning. For five minutes hail- 
stones as big as marbles rained down, frighten- 
ing horses and breaking windows. At the 
central depot at one time, animals in a two- 
horse barge, a one-horse barge and an express 
team were all running away. Soe fast and 
furious came the big haiistones that it re- 
sembied a snow storm, and it was impossible 
to see across Central square. Much danage 
was done to plants. Skylights were broken in 
large numbers. 
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STRUCE LY A WILD TRAIN, 
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A Bad Accident on the Pennsylvania Kail- 
road. 

SHAMOKIN, Pa., July 17.—This evening a 
train on the Pennsylvania railroad, carrying 
miners to their homes, was wrecked near this 
place. Two passengers were killed and twenty 
injured, many of them very seriously. The 
passenger train was running at its regular 
speed when the miuers, who were standing on 
the rear platform of the train, saw two freight 
cars rushing down upon them.

The miners 
shouted to their companions to jump, which 
many of them did, from the windows and 
piatforms of the coaches, but the runaway 
cars overtook the train before all were out, 
telescoping tl rs with the above result.

Tho freight car jumped 
the track and threw the remainder of the 
train into a ditch and down a ten-foot em- 
bankment. Most of the passengers were ex- 
tricated only by cutting into the coaches with 
axes. 
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LARGE STALBLES BURNED. 
One Hundred and Twenty Horses Perish in 
the Flames. 

LOWELL, Mass., July 17.—The large stables 
of the Lowell horse railroad, on East Merri- 
mac street, was burned tonight, together with 
120 horses,about thirty cars, four carloads of 
hay and one carload of straw, 400 bushels ot 
oats, besiaes tools and other material. The 
stable is atotal loss. The Hote! Belmont, on 
one side of the stable, was damaged somewhat 
and a boardinghouse over the stable was 
gutted. Besides this several families on 
Howe and Davidson streets, back of thestable, 
were burned out. The lossto the car company 
will be from $160,000 to $125,000. The insur- 
ance isin seventy companies. None of the 
companies will open their books, but the agent 
thinks the insurance is in the neighborhood of 
$75,000. 

Fatal Boller Explosion. 

Topeka, Kan., July 17.—A frightful ex- 
plosion occurred yesterday on the Union Pa- 
cific railway, three miles west of this city. A 
switch engine placed in the yard here was 
hauiing a train of carstoa point where the 
track was being repaired. Just as it was 
slowing up the boiler of the engine exploded 
with terrible force, scattering it into frag- 
ments for the distance of several hundred 
yards. Fireman James Dutton was fatally 
injured and Engineer R. T. Seacord received 
injuries which will probably prove fatal. 
Train men on the cars also received serious 
injuries. The track wastorn up for a distance 
of 150 feet and the cars were scattrred pro- 
miscuously around. 

Killed by Lightning. 

CotumprA, 8S. C., July 17.—[Special.J—A 
stroke of lightning resulting in the death of 
two negroes, is reported from Georgetown 
county. Peter Robinson and Frank Robinson, 
father and son, while setting in their cabin in 
the country, were instantly killed. The body

considerably burned. The building was torn 
near the point where the men were setting.

Itis understood that the ship 
yards are to be located at South Chicago. At 
Duluth. on the 10th inst., the Minnesota Iron 
company voted to place its $1,500,000 surplus 
in the hands of the directors. The company 
is controlled by the Illinois Steel company, 
and the voting of this surplus was to put it at 
that company's disposal. W. I. Babcock, 
superintendent of the Union Dry Dock com- 
pany of Buffalo, has been selected as head of 
the mechanical department of the proposed

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THE BIBLE IN SCHOOLS 


DISCUSSION BEFVRE THE NATIONAL 
LDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 


SHALL SCHOOLS BE DENOMINATIONAL 


Cardinal Manning’s Article Attacked by Mr. 
Meade—Bishop Keatie Defends the 
Cardinal and the Catholic Church. 


Nasuyviiyr, Tenn., July 17.—The feature of 
today’s discussion before the National Educa- 
tional association was the discussion of denom- 
inational schoois, participated in by Bishop J. 
J. Keane, rector of the Catholic university at 
Washington, and Edwin B. Meade, of Boston. 
Dishop iteane was the first speaker. He said: 

ihe glory of a Christian nation is notin its ability 
{O Surpass ail around it in martial powers aud in re~ 
turns of trade, but in the intelligence, morality, 
comfort and contentment of its people. A schooi is 
not niade a Christian school by taking upa great 
deal of time in doctrinal instruction or in 
devotional exercises whica would other- 
wise spent in acquir.ng secular 
knowledge. What, above all, makes it a Chris- 
tint school are moral atmosplere, general 
fone, surrounding objects, characier of teachers, 
constant endeavor, Joving tact, geutie skil!, by 
Which the light andspirit of Christianity, its lessons 
for the head, ‘or tie neart, for the whole character, 
are made to pervede and orna:nent the whole 
school life of the child, Intelligent Christian parents 
know well that what ougut to be true of every 
ua lonality within the pale of Christian civilization 
is pre-ewinently true o1 ours; that the best Christian 
ls sure to be tbe best American, and 
that the school which aims @t sending 
forth its child a model Christian, in equal- degree 
tends to send him turth a motel Americai rit 
Christian civilization has for its natural foundation 
Coristian homes and Christian schools, Again, 
theretore, the good Christian- American parent, if 
hie is true to his principles, wiil be sure to choose 
for his child, a good Cbristian-Amecrican school, 
Suspiclons, s#utagonisms aud animosities, ought 
neverto beiustiiied inany Christian chureh; and 
if they are, tha: church has not the spirmt of Christ 
initand ought to be deserted. It may be said, is 
net the Catholic church at least committed to the 
Christianity of Hildebrand of the middle ages, and 
is it not, there‘ore, antagonistic to the Chrisiianity 
of the nineteenth century and of the Americun 
republic. In the name of the -Cathoiie church, | 
answer that it iscommitted neitberto Hildebrand 
an@ the middie ages,nor toa po icy of any mapner, 
of any age whatever, because she ts for all men and, 
thereiore, for all ages and forali torms of social con- 
dition. Look now at the people of our 
country and we see them divided into 
two ciassos. On one side the Catholic church 
ewphatically d«clares for Christian cducation; and 
With us abide all those non-Catholic, whatever may 
be their Cenomination, who believe in Ciiristian 
schools and inthem are giving their children an 
education animated by Christianity, as they under- 
stand it. On the otherside are the upholders aud 
advecaies ofa national system of schools In which 
Christian truth end duty cannot be taught. Can 
any one in hissenses hesitate which of these two 
sides is for the welfare of our country? 

Edwin D. Meade, of Boston, replied to 
Bishop Keane, and stated that the parochbal 
school has no proper place in the system of 
American instruction. The speaker quoted 
from an English Catholic dictionary, prepared 
by Thomas Arnold, ason of the great master 
of Rugby, a brother of Matthew Arnold, aud 
father of Mrs. Ward, author of ‘‘Robvert 
Eismere.”’ 

In an article on educetion ia the dictionary, the 
au hor said that man is a complex being, +o his ed- 
ucation must have several ends. The prime end is 
relizious, aud the Catholics hold that a man inust 
seck religious knowledge ot the hands of the only 
divinely appoinied church, and that this is the 
highest authority in education. The s‘ate may 
re:sunably require thatits citizens should receive 
such ivaining as inay restrain anii-socixl passions 
and promote the pubic welfare; Lut the end pur- 
sued by the clurch is primary; that pur- 
sued by the state is secondary. it was 
not bold, ner honest, in Cardinal Manning, in bis 
recent articie, to represent the confiictas betwecnu 
the state and family. The speaker quoted larzeiy 
from Card nal Ma:niog’s articie, which ie said uat- 
tempted to represent to the republic the schoal as 
coercion, and an interference with family rights 
and the liberty of conscience. The whole 
policy. of the Roman Catholic church in 
establishing parochial schools in this country 
resis upon this coercion. The Roman Catholic 
school doves have the same place in America asthe 
episcopal school or any private school—the rigiit to 
Open its doors, to make itself as attractive as 

ossible, and toinvite to it anybody that it will. 
t hasthe full right to criticise the public school, 
but it must not threaten. In conclusiop, an appeal 
was made fora high r view ofthe state. 

Mr. Mead’s address was received with great 
applause and at its close Bishop Keane was 
called torespond. The bishop defended Car- 
dinal Manning from what he claracterized as 
the unjust criticism of Mr. Meade. He also 
stated that Pope Leo XIII, was moving 
aloug the highest line of the broadest educa- 
tion in placing the church above the state. 
The bishop said wherever we have Christain 
civilization we must have for its basis an 
education which can only be given by 
making our schools more Christian than they 
are, Without coercion or clap trap, actuated 
solely by common sense principles. Let us 
nail to our masthead the banner of Christian 
education, and soar on under its guidance to 
that biessed destiny. the most sublime God 
ever gave to a nation—the destiny of our 
Annerican republic. Amid long continued ap- 
piause the bishop resumed his seat and the 
meeting adjourned. 

Wiliiam A. Mowrey, Ph. D., of Boston, ad- 
vocated a national university, to be established 
at Washington, D. C., its faculty to be inde- 
pendent of politics, and a governmental en- 
dowmeut of £200,000,000 was recommended. 

The educational progress of Colored people 
in the south was represented by John Hl. Har- 
ris, of Rodney, Miss. He said the race was 
entitled to great credit for the material pro- 
gress they had made in the past 
twenty-five years. They own and publish 250 
newspapers and one magazine; valuable in- 
ventions and useful arts have been made and 
patents issned to negro inventors. Their pro- 
gress warrants the fullest confidence in their 
future.

BURTON’S MISFORTUNE. 


; Assignment of a Mining King—Liabilities 


Nearly a Million. 

MILWAUKEE, July 17.—A special from Eik- 
horn announces that John E. Burton, known 
as the Gogebic iron king during the mining 
craze. two years ago, has made 
an assigument. Gage E. Tarbell, of 
Milwaukee, isthe assignee. The liabilities of 
burton are stated to be about $825,000 ;and the 
Central Trast company of New York, who 
claim $250,000, is the largest creditor. <A suit 
Involving tle legality and justice af this claim 
Which is disputed is now pending before the 
supreme court. Secured claims against Burton 
amounts to about S600,000 and there is no 
Prospect that there will be anything to pay 
the unsecured claims, the assets being stated 
to be $701,000, including S000.000 in real 
esiate and $100,000 in personal property. The 
rea! cstate consists of preperty in Lake Geneva 
valned at $300,000): a business block in Chica- 
£0, Valued at $200,000, and property in Hurley 
and other places valued at $100,000. Besides 
tl:is there is stated to be $100,060 pe:sonal prop- 
ery, consisting of mortgages, 1otes, stocks, 
etc. There are no preferred creditors. Burton 
Siys that he has been so harrassed by creditors 
that he was forced to assizn.

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WHY THEY REFUSE TO WORK. 


The Miners at Braidwoed Tell a Horrible 
Story of Their Treatment 

LA Sauyue, Lil., July 17.—Investigation of 
the coal mining difiiculty here yesterday de- 
veluped a bad state of affairs at Braigwood on 
the part of the miners, whoendure all the evils 
of the truck store system, are hamyered in their 
work atsome mines by reason of not being 
adequately supplied with timber for propping 
up the roof, contrary tothe state mining law, 
and arein jeopardy of their iives. The coal 
cars, according to the testimony, were not 
properly constructed, so that much coal fel) off 
wiile being hauled to the mouth of the mine, 
aliof whichis confiscated by the company, 
aud which, some days, aggregates upward of 
twenty-five tous. The mines are very wet, 
and the miners had their clothes constantly 
soaked. Often the airis insufticient and bad. 
Com piaints from Braceville and Streator were 
notso great. The miners’ wages averaged 
only &26 to 837 a month, with deductions for 
powder, repairing tools, etc., of several dollars 
each month. 

L. H. Piumb, a Streator operator, found 
con petition so sharp that ho said he saw little 
hope fur northern Illinois operators.

WATCHING THE MINES 


To Prevent Italians From Burning the 
Shaftse—Trouble Expected. 

KANKAKEE, Ill., July 17.—The sheriff of 
Kankakee county has placed deputies at 
Clarke City and Tracy to protect the Taylor 
Williams coal shafts from Italians who have 
threatened to burn them, and also to protect 
miners wlo désire to go to work on 
the terms _ offered. The English and 
and Irish miners wish to work at 
the pay otfered, which was $2 per day, and in 
case they mined enough coal at eighty-five 
cents a ton to exceed this amount they were to 
lave the excess, but the Italians will not agree 
to this, and by threats prevent other miners 
from working. <A force has been put to work 
clearing up the drift in the Clarke City shaft. 
The shaft works about six hundred men and 
has been idie since May. Trouble is feared 
when the operators decide to put the miners to 
work, 

The Labor Congress. 

Lonpon, July 17.—Allemane, a French 
delegate, and Brown, an American delegate, 
have been jointly elected to the presidency of 
the labor congress. The Marxists have de- 
clined to amalgamate with the labor congress 
unless they are received unconditionally. At 
today’s session of congress, Mr. M. Bowen, 
representative of the Knights of Labor, dwelt 
upon the difticultics encountered in the work 
of organization in America owing to the con- 
tinual intlux of iminigrants. He urged that 
the misrepresentations by immigration agents 
ought to subject them to severe penalties. 
The workingmen of Europe, he said, would 
win the sympathy and support of Americans if 
they would take up the question of immigra- 
tion. 

Freight Handlers on Strike. 

Cuicaaco, July 17.—About 600 Cock laborers 
and freight handlers for the var.ous Chicago 
steamship companies went on strike last night. 
The affair was inaugurated by the freight 
house men of the Anchor line steamship com- 
pany. Thecause of the strike was due to the 
fact that the company refused to pay the men 
twenty-tive centsan hourin place of twenty 
cents they now receive, andthus make it pos- 
sibie forthem to earn $2 a day, working eight 
hours a day. 

A Short Strike. 

Cuicaco, July 17.—All employes of the 
Anchor steamship line, 450 men, who went out 
on a strike on midnight returned to work this 
morning. The company’s representative met 
the leaders of thé strikers this morning and the 
trouble was adjusted. The basis of settlement 
is not known, but itis believed the men gained 
their point aud were given $50 per month,

now used, or that may hereafter be used in the 
brediact of the business of said road. from this 
state, intending thereby to force or influence a 
settlement of the ppuding lease with the 
authorities of this state, then such lessee, or 

said erie shall 
be guilty of a felony and on conviction shail be 
punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not less than five nor more than tweniy 
years. 

Section 2 proyidesthat any person violating 
any of the provisions of this act may be in- 
dicted and convicted in any county of this 

tate from which said property was so re- 
moved or through which it was conveyed. 

A STATE GEOLOGIST. 
_An important bill was introduced yesterday 
by Mr. Clement, of Gwinnett. 

It provides for the establisiment of the 
oltice of state geologist, a conipetent person to 
be nominated by the governor not exceeding 
sixty days after the passage of the act and 
confirmed by the senate for a term of —— 
years, subject to removal by the appointing 
power ior ineliicie ney, incompetency. or mis- 
conduct. The geoloyzist’s oflice is to be in the 
capitol in connection with the department of 
agriculture. 

It shail be the duty of the geologist to collect, 
analyze and classify, for pub lic purposes, speci- 
mens of minerals .and soiis, prese: ving the 
specimens in a museum; to illustrate the win- 
cralogy, soils, forestry, and other features of 
scientific or economic value. He shall com- 
pile and keepean accurate statement of the 
locality and extent of all water powers, abe 
try, springs, and water courses; of the climate 
and general physical character of the Primm 
He shall analyze and classify specimens of 
minerals, etc., for private citizens, receiving a 
uniform fee for the same, aud pay such income 
over to the state treasurer, and make a quar- 
terly report of the same to the governor. 

The bill does not tix the oilicer’s salary nor 
the appropriation needed to establish the ofilce. 
A STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

Mr. Sims, of Linco!n, introduced yesterday a 
bill of general interest, It provides for the 
establishment of a state board of health and 
forthe establishment in each county of the 
state of a county board of health. A state 
beard of health is to be established, composed 
as follows: One physician froin the state at 
large, who shall be commissioner of health and 
ex-ollicio president and executive oflicer of the 
board; one physician from each congressional 
district in the state, who shaH be sanitary com- 
missioner for his district; one commercial or 
business man from each of the two largest sea- 
port towns of the state, and one from each of 
the three largest interior cities of the state, 
and also the aitorney-gei eral and the comp- 
troller-general of tlic state, Who shall be ex- 
ofticio members of the board. 

The commissioner of health and the sani- 
tary commissioners are to be commissioned on 
recommendation of the Medical association of 
Georgia—through their board of censors—and 
the full term isto be five years. The state 
board of heaith meets annually in Atlanta on 
the first Tuesday in June. Every member of 
the board shail examine into the sanitary 
needs of his district, shall atteud all meetings 
When practicable, shall perform all duties 

assigned to him, and on failure to do so shail 
be liable to expulsion from said board by a 
majority vote thereof, after due trial in each 
case. Sanitary reguiations of said state board 
shall, when issued by the board and approved 
by the governor, have the force and effect of 
law during the emergenvy which rendered 
them necessary, and the courts of the state 
sliall enforce such reguiations. 

In addition to the state board of health.there 
shall be a sanitary board in each county of 
the staic. to consist of two freehoiders and one 

racticing plysician, all residents of the county, 
The members of tlie covuty sanitary boards 
shall be appointed and comimissioned by the 
state board,the two freeliolders upou the recom- 
mendation of the grand jury of the county, the 
practicing physician upon the recommendation 
of the local medical society, if there is one, 
and if none then upon the recommendation of 
the grand jury of the county; and, if no such 
recommendations are ngs then the members 
of the county sanitary boards shailbe ap- 
pointed and commissioned by the state 
board of health, or the president thereof. 
Ail vacancies in the membership of the county 
sanitary boards, wlether for full or ge d 
terms, shall be supplied in the manner herein- 
before prescribed for original app chisuneats. 
Each county fanitary. board shall meet 
on the first ‘tuesday in each month 
at the connty seat, and as often as. the 
public welfare mayrequire. It shall be the 
duty of the county boards to examine into the 
sanitary condition of theircounties, to note all 
eanses of disease, to note oe report to the 
state board the occurrence of dangerous dis- 
eases . among the people or  domes- 
tic. animals, and generally to perform 
such other duties as may from time to 
time be required of them. by- the state board. 

10 PROTECT THE UNDERWRITERS. 

Ir. Tuck, of Biarke. introduced a bill of 
general interest tocotton piapters and mer- 
chants. Its object, ultimately, is to lower the 
insurance rates on cotton. ‘The farmer, after 
all, pays the insurance. 

The bill provides that it shall enter into and 
become part of every contract of affreightment 
made between the owners of bales of cotton, 
naval stores or other merchandise, which may 
be laden onboard of any vessel taking freight 
in the ports of this state, and bound on a voy- 
age to ports of countries foreign to the United 
States of America, onthe one part, and the 
master, agent or owner of said vessel on the 
other part, whenever a contract of insurance 
has been effected by the owner of such cotton, 
naval stores and merchandise upon the same, 
and it shall be held to be part end parcel of 
the obligation of such vesse] and her master 
and owners, that the underwriter or 
insurer of such goods so shipped shall be en- 
titled to act as and be clothed with all the 
rights of owner of said goods at law or in 
equity for the protection of the interest of snch 
underwriter or insurer in case of disaster of 
any sort happening to or threatening the safety 
or security of such goods so shipped as fully 
and toall purposes as if the said contract of 
affreightment had been made directly between 
the master of such vessel and such underwriter 
or insurer, auy law, usaze or custom to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

The existing law, it is said, permits and en- 
courages collusion and fraud as to the burning 
of cotton in cargo.

The Senate. 

“In the senate yesterday eight bills were 
passed and nine were introduced. 

Sesator Bartlett’s jail bill passed without 
dessentand if it has the same fate in the 
house the jails of the state will soon be cleared 
of United States prisoners. 

senator HHall’s bilk prescribing the man- 
ner in which. the rules for the 
governinent of prisoners shall be established, 
follows Senator Bartlett’s measure with pro- 
Visions which will have a salutary infiuence 
on jail discipline. Senator Bartlett’s bill will 
relieve the over crowded jails, and Senator 
Tiall’s will result in good government of the 
prisoners who remain. 

Senator W. O. Johnson's cigarrette bill 
passed without dissent, and if concurred in by 
the house wiil absolutely destroy the 
cigarette business in Georgia, so far as boys 
are concerned. Even the consent of parents 
Will not relieve the seller of the penalty, which 
goes up to $1,000 fine or twelve montis’ im- 
prisonment, or both, in the discretion of the 
judye. 

The bill prohibiting the sale or furnishing 
of liquors to intoxicated persons was passed in 
a form which makes it an offense only in 
liquor dealers, and the privilege of taking a 
drink with a person who is perceptibly under 
the influence of liquor is not abridged. 

Senator Folks introduced an_ interesting 
sanitary bill for Waycross. It provides besides 
sewerage and water works a garbage crematory 
for the incineration of all noxious organic mat- 
ter from the sewage of the town. ‘This isa 
new system of sanitation in connection with 
sewerage, and Waycross is the first town in the 
State to adopt it. 

The Jamaica ginger bill introduced by 
Senator S. RK. Harris for Wayne county, 
puts that insidious beverage on the list of those 
for which liquor license must be paid. 

One of the bills introduced by Senator Rice 
is a charter for the Georgia Security and Bank- 
ing company, of which Joel Hurt. Samuel bar- 
nett and H. H. Cabaniss, of Atlanta, and 
Robert P. Wakeman, of Connecticut, are the 
incorporators. The charter is a very liberal 
one and ineludes the privilezes of bank- 
ing, trusteeship, bond dividend or note 
cuaranteeing and the development 
of valuable natural resources. 

Senator Ballard called up the house resolu- 
tion asking foracommiitee of five from the 
house and three from the senate, to ascertain 
the extent to which the geological surveycfihe 
state had been carried and to reporta bill for 
the completion of that work. ‘The resolution 
was concurred in without ai dissenting 
vote and the first step in 
this important work of development was 
taken. 

As. Senator Bartlett, who introduced an 
amendinent of the Macon and Birmingham 
railroad charter, did not have a hearing before 
the committee which reported adversely on it, 
the bill was recommitted on motion of Senator 
Wooten, the chairman of that committee. 

Senaior Johnsou’s resolution for the appoint- 
ment of a joint comniittee to see why the big 
elevator does not run, and to bring in a report 
of sutiicient energy to set that ponderous ma- 
chine in motion, will doubtless be adopted to- 
day, and if the house concurs in it the elevator 
will doubtless bé running soon, much tothe 
alleviation of the more vortly members of the 
legislature.

A GEORGIA ROVE 


To Hang a Georgia Negro in Florida—Story 
of His Crime. 


SAVANNAH, a., July 17.—[Special. |— 
Sheriff James H. Shelley, of Putnam county, 
Florida, was in the city on official business, 
and while here purchased @ #-inch manilia 
rope, which is to be used in the execution of 
Jim Alston, alias Austin, a Savannah negro, 
son of a Whitaker street barber, sentenced to 
hang Thursday, August Ist, for the murder in 
July last of Deputy Sheriff William Loring, 
a nephew of General Loring of confederate 
and Egyptian fame, who died at St. Augustine 
about three years ago. 

The circumstances of the murder are that 
Alston, a colored gambling sport, had carved 
up a negro at Palatka, and was committed to 
jail, Where he was guilty of rank insubordina- 
tion. Deputy Sheriff Loring, just recovering 
from a three weeks’ illness, entered the prison 
to quiet the prisoner, when the latter seized 
the oilicer, and, disarming him, shot him in 
the stomach with the officer’s weapon, death 
ensuing two days later. 

An ineffectual effort was made to take 
Alston from the jail tolynch him, but better 
counsel afterward prevailed, and the prisoner 
went to trial in April and was convicted, His 
father attended the trial. 

Sheriff Shelley says that after the trial 
Alsion was arrogant and vicious until last 


week, Wien the death warrant was read to 
him. That weakened him, and he requesied 
that ihe sisters of St. Joseph be sent for, and 
they lave since been visiting him and he is 
preparing for death.

SAVANNAH, Ga., July 17.—In offering the 
following, our objections toa bill prono-ed to be 
presented at the mext session of the state legislature, 
entitled an act to reguiate the catching cr tonging 
of oysters, and to protect oysiers on the coast of 
Georgia, we desireto be piaced on record as beiug 
in no way or by no means oprosed to the 
tion of the oyster, as we would be working against 
cur own iInierest if we were; but we do not desire to 
aidin the passinzgofany law that, by imposing re- 
strictions, would give us orany indiyi inals & i0- 
nopoly of the business, as the passage of this act 
would certainly give additional protection to those 
who are engaged in it whoare possessed of some 
wealth, and tius tend to bring an inc of pov-

Hon. F. G. duBignon, president of tie sen- 
ate, is in receipt of a communication from Dr. 
J. L. M. Curry, the general agont of the Pea- 
body fand, and in it Dr. Curry renews his 
offer of substantia] aid to norma! schools in 
Georgia if the legislature shall see fit to cstab- 
lish them. 

Dr. Curry seems to differ slightly from the 
Chancellor of the State university in his 
Opinion that the way to establish a thorough 
system of educaiion in the staie is to begin at 
the top and build down. He thinks the corn- 
mon schools a:e the foundation, and from 
them comes that thirst for knowledge which 
will contribute to the patronage and prosperity 


of the university.

The public schools should have the 
assurance of Jpermanence, Eexcellence 
and suficiency. Instead of  crititizing 
and seeking the abolition ot the system, it would 
be far better to remove the just grounds of opposi- 
tion, to improve the details and to hear and heed 
the cry of the hungry ones perishing for-lack of 
knowledge. A sehool system is @ trayesty wien 
teachers are ill-paid and incompe'ent, and when 
sixty or seventy days are the duration of a school 
term. 

Some good people have allowed themselves to 
imagine that there is a uecessary Collision ora con- 
trad:etion betwixt free schools and whet is called 
higher education. In modern times all civilized 
natious have undertaken the education of the en- 
tire mass of the people, and since they began this 
gigantic and necessary work @ wider range has 
been given to education, and its true aim hes becn 
mo:e “carefully studied and more definitely fixed, 
In those countries where ths best and most gencral 
facilities are provided for the people, there you 
witl find greatest success in higher  institu- 
tions of learning. ‘Take Germany and New En- 
giand for illustration. With common schools have 
gone along, pari passu, as both cause and ccnse- 
quences, larger and wiser means for advanced 
instruction for mee dal for technical schools, for 
universities. Inielligence grows by what it feeds 
on, It is broad, generous, catholic, democratic. In 
the old world, with its ‘‘divive ri ght’? of “the better 
born,’’ there may be some who begrudge education 
to the innumerous masscs, and here and there, in 
the United States, inay be found asiugle person, 
whose creed is, odi prutanum vulgus et arcco, but 
the trend, the practice, the pmblic opinion, 3 in 
favor of universal education, California may boast 
of her gigantic trees, uscless for commerce and 
maniactures. The immense pine and oak torests 
of Georg’ a are more useful and valuabie.

THE STATE LOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Bill for Its Estsblishment Causes a 
Quarrel Among the Doctors. 

Tha bill to create a state board of health was 
discussed in “he senate committee of the gen- 
éral judiciary yesteiday afternoon by a number 
of physicians. 

The doctors of the allopathie faith think the 
board should be censtituted entirely from 
among their number, but the eclectics think 
they ought to have a representation. 

The state charters the eclectic colleges, and 
thereby recognizes that persuasion of phys- 
icians. The eelectics claim an equal repre- 
sentation on the board, but they will hardly 
get that, asthey hardly number more than 
one-fourth of the doctors of thestate. As now 
constituted the board will consist of: eighteen 
physicians, 

The idea of a state board of health is gen- 
eraliy commended, and the bill will undoubr- 
ediv pass after the cominittce has perfected its 
details, 

It provides, also, for county boards of health 
in saeki of the 157 counties. Thestate board is 

to have full control of health matters in the 
siate, and in times of epidemics will be a very 
powerlul b body.

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A WHITE GIRL’S BODY. 


WAS TURNED OVER TO THE MEDICAL 
COLLEGES. 


Another Complaint Against City Warden Hunter 
Growing Out of the Pauper Body Law—What 
the Sister of the Dead Giri Says. 


in a room in Madame Looney’s place on 
Marietta street, there was a sensational scene 
yesterday afternoon. 

Stretched ont in the centre of the room lay 
the dead body of a woman. Around it sata 
dozen ormore of the woman’s soe com- 
panions. All werecrying bitterly. | 

The dead girl’s name was Stella Dunaway, 

once a well known member of the demi- 
mone. 
Her death was not exactly the canse of the 
confusion, but it was the.circumstances sur- 
rounding it, that called forth the exclama- 
tions and grief. 

The woman’s body was almost hacked to 
pieces, and on her face and throat were several 
deep gashes. 

And on these cuts and gashes there hangs 
a tale. 

Sometime during the latter part of last year, 
Stelia aud Lizzie Dunaway became inmates of 
Madame Lvoney’s house. About last Christ- 
mas Siolla became seriously il). 

Drs. McCray and Cliristian attended her, 
and finally secured her admission to the King’s 
Daugiters’ hospital, on Pryor street. 

She romained there quite awhile, and was 
Kin‘ly cared for by those in charge of that 
institution. Her sister, who still continued to 
be an inmate of the Marictta street house, vis- 
ited her frequently, and to her the sick woman 
stated that she hoped she would be allowed to 
stay there as she was improving rapidly. 

About the first of the present month, how- 
ever, she was removed from the King’s 
Daughters’ hospital to Providence infirmary, 
on Ivy street. The sister says the removal 
was made without her knowledge. 

For soine reason, which she does not state, 
the sister did not make her usual weekly visit 
to the hospital at the time of the removal. On 
Tuesday last she called at the Kings’ 
Daughters hospital and was told that her sis- 
ter had been taken to Providence infirmary 
about two weeks before. She immediately 
went to that institution and mado inquiries. 
She was still more surprised when she was 
told, after an examination of the records, that 
Stella Dunaway had died on July 9th. 

Tho woman had received no notice of her 
sister’s death, though she claims City Warden 
Hunter knew of her relation to the dead 
woman. 

She inquired what had become of hee sister’s 
body and was referred to Warden Hunter for 
the information. 

Lizzie Dunaway says that when she asked 
Hunter about ier sister’s body he told her that 
he ‘‘had no time to bother with her, that. her 
sister was dead and that was enough. 

After consulting some friends the woman 
returned to the warden and demanded her sis— 
ter’s body. Hethen gave her an order on the 
authorities of the Southern Medical college, 
for which order a fee of fifty cents was 
charged. 

This order was presented at the college by 
the sister of the dead woman. 

The woman returned to her room on Marietta 
street, and yesterday afternoon a wagon drove 
up to the door with a pine box. 

When the box was taken into the house and 
opened it wus found to contain the mangled 
remains of Stella Dun: 

The people in the house say there was not a 
shred of clothing of any kind on the body, 
and that it was dumped into the box like so 
much worthless becf. 

The corpse was insucha condition that it 
was impossible to robe it for the grave. It was 
literally a pile of skin and bones. Later in 
the evening the city undertaker called witha 
pine cofiin, and the body will be buried some 
time today. 

It is said that the woman had relatives in 
the city besides the sister, who frequently vis- 
ited her at the hospital, and these blame 
Warden Hunter for not telling of her death. 

Mr. Brown, manager of Providence intirm- 
ary, says the woman’s death was the result of 
consumption combined with some female 
complaint. She .was brought there upon 
the order of the city authorities, 
and when she died the body was turned over 
to the warden as the law directs, she being a 
city patient. Mr. Drown stated that he knew 
nothing cf her relatives and supposed she had 
none iu Atlanta. The fact of her death was 
me: tioned in THe CONSTITUTION at the time. 

Warden Hunter could not be fonnd last 
night to give his side of f the case. 

HE Is PRE E AG AIN,

Judge Van Epps sentenced Henry Wyly 
yesterday to pay a tine of 5100 and costs or serve 
six monchs en the public works. Wwvly de- 
cided to pay the fine, and was nllowed to go 
on a bond of §200, with the understanding 
that the fine was to be paid during the day. 

About 4 o'clock Wyly appeared and paid 
the fine, obtaining his acquittal and the re- 
lease of his bondsmen. He asked the judge 
to relieve him of the court costs, but the re- 
quest was 10t granted, and he was required to 
fulfill the full sentence.

WHY THEY NEED IT. 


The Supreme Court Judges Explain the 
Brady Bill 
A bil] introduced by Hon, Wright Brady is 


| now pending, which provides for the appoint- 


ment of two additional clerks or stenonogra- 
phers toaid the judges of the supreme court 
in their duties. 

Chief Justice Bieckley and Associate Justice 
Simmons yesterday explained the necessity of 
such assistance in a letter to Mr. Brady. They 
stated that until the close of the war from one 
to two hundred cases were the average number 
brought before the, supreme court for review. 
Now the number has increased to froin 450 to 
600 a year. 

One cause for this is the increase in the 

number of litigants in the state, but the 
greatest cause is that before the adoption of 
the constitution of 1877 the costs in the 
supremé court in all ciyii cases hed to be paid 
either by the losing party or his counse!. Now 
anybody can bring suit who will make afiida- 
vit that he is unable to pay the costs. The 
number who take advantage of this law is 
astonishing. The indications now are that the 


return to the next October term will be the 


largest on record. 

Tie judges are obliged to hear arguments 
every other day, and the intermediate day is 
taken for consultation. After the decisions 
have been agreed upon they have to be 
dictated to the stenographer and _ one 
stenographer cannot take the dictation 
of three judves in one afternoon. It, there- 


‘fore frequentiy happens that two of the judges 


are obliged to write and dictate at night. 

The judges confess with sorrow that they 
have been obliged to infringe upon the Sab- 
bath in order to keep up with their work and 
comply with the constitution, which requires 
them to decide every case at the first or second 
term. 

If each judge had a stenographer he could, 
if intelligent, assist greatly in looking up 
authorities, which work now takes up half 
their time. It could be done under direction 
while the judges were hearing argument in 
court, and it would give them time to write 
better opinions than they are able to do now. 

The judges had other reasons, all of which 
they think show that the necessity for more 
help is absolute and immediate.
